Dutiable Pipes. 


Many people were surprised when they 
observed in the schedule of the new duties 
which came inte operation on October 20th 
that ‘‘clay pipes made wholly or mainly 
of clay, and designed and intended for use 
in smoking tobacco or other substances, 
are now protected to the tune of 50 per 
cent. ad valorem. This prohibitive tariff 
on imported “ clays ” should give the 
Irish manufacturers of clay pipes a 
monopoly of the market. There is still, 
I believe, a brisk demand in rural areas 
for clay pipes. When properly seasoned, 
a clay pipe provides a very satisfyirg 
smoke. Blderly peasant women have often 
assured me that they get great comfort 
from a dudeen. I have also noticed tinker 
women smoking these pipes, though when 
they see anyone approaching they en- 
deavour to hide the pipe beneath their 
shawls. When a clay Pipe becomes 
gaturated with nicotine it can be m 
gweet and clean again by burying !t in the 
ground for a few weeks, 


Che Walnut. 


The small garden at the back of my 
house, writes a correspondent, 1s graced 
by a. medium-sized walnut tree that 
annually pays tribute to me with consider- 
able store of nuts. The quality of the 
fruit is good. In view of the utility of 
the tree, it seems a pity that walnuts are 
not more common. The only drawback 
is ite slow growth. An authority on such 
matters informs me that certain parts of 
the Free State, notably in the South, are 
admirably suited for the growth of the 
walnut.

A Hospital Clearing House. 


In a conversation the other day with a 
leading physician and. a member of the 
Dublin Hospital Board the. interesting 
suggestion was made that the twenty, or 
more, of our big Dublin hospitals should 
form a ‘‘ clearing house ” organisation to 
give would-be patients immediate informa- 
tion as to which hospital would best suit 
their needs, and where beds are most 
rapidly available. At present, said my 
physician friend, it is f uently a case 
of ringing up half-a-dozen ospitals, only 
to find that they are overcrowded, while 
ample accommodation is available in 
others. He thought that the medical pro- 
fession, to say nothing of the neral 
public, would welcome such a simple and 
badly-needed piece of organisation, His 
friend: of the Hospital Board added that, 
having made the -blunder of spending 
‘sweep’ funds in _enlarging existing 
hospitals, instead of building a new cen- 
tral institute, the obvious step was ‘some 
central point at which doctors in the city 
and throughout the country, as well as 
the geneyal public, could obtain informa- 
tion.

N Saturday afternoon a special Service 
O in lvish took place in Tara Parish 
Church, which is situated on an 
eminence on the slope of the historic hill in 
the County Meath.

What is aimed at is to make the interior of 
the church more worthy of the hill on which 
it stands and the historic associations con- 
nected therewfth. The Select Vestry appeal 
for help to the diocese and to the whole 
Church of Ireland to help them to carry out 
the necessary repairs. 

The church was comfortably filled by a 
congregation which included many visitors.

The irish Free State’s censorship on sex Is 
trivial compared to the vigilant watch of the 
Soviets for any writings which may have a 
connter-revolutionary taint, and the list of 
banned authors is a formidable one. A friend 
who was travelling with me yielded a fine 
prize when the Customs official, on lifting 
the tid of her bag, discovered Trotsky’s first 
volume on the “History of the Russian 
Revolution,” innocently lying at the top. The 
hext we saw of that volume was when it was 
handed to her with courtly politeness on her 
re-embarhation for England a couple of weeks 


SOVIET ANNIVERSARY. 

Once through the Customs, and, therefore, 
officially Janded in Russia, the first thing for 
the visitor to do is to purchase Soviet 
currency. This is a proceeding which should 
be carried out with discretion, bearing in 
mind the dual circumstance that there is very 
little to be bought in Russia and that the 
Soviet authorities tot only forbid the 
export and import of. roubles, but also 
decline to re-exchange surplus roubles tack 
into valuta, or foreign currency. In other 
words, this surplus "hed to be surrendered 
without compensation, and the result is that 
the distinguishing mark of the visitor whose 
trip is just drawing to a close is usually his 
frant c anxiety to disburse money. 

This creates another reason 
prudent to hold their hand in exchanging 
money. The cashier at the official pigeon- 
hole will sell you roubles at the rate of a 
fraction less than seven to the pound’ ster- 
ling—although, to anticipate a point with 
which I shall deal later, this bears no rela- 
tion to the rowble’s actual worth as an agent 
of buying—but, despite the rigid ban which 
the Government has imposed on all private 
traffic in currency, ‘‘ bootlegging ” in roubles 
is carried on on.an extensive scale, and it is 
not unusual to find a returning tour'st ready, 
in his desperation, to hand over a wad oí 
rouble notes for whatever he can get. In 
my own experience. roubles have changed 
hands in this way at the rate of fifty to the 
pound PN 

One thing that the foreigner visiting 
Russia may not do is to take out more 
foreign currency from the ‘country than he 
brought in. aluta alone to the Soviets 
represents purchasing power abroad, and for 
this reason the foreigner’s supply of mone 
is noted when he arrives, and compared wit 
that which he has when he leaves.. In the 
case of a foreigner domiciled in Russia who 
happens to be temporarily leaving the country 
only a very restricted supvly of foreign money 
is allowed. One American whom I met on 
his way home to New York for a holiday had 
twenty-five dollars and his passage tickets as 
his entire capital. a 


FIRST IMPRESSIONS. 

We Janded at Leningrad at noon, and were 
escorted across a rather dreary cobbled street 
to a bleak building, which bore a sign 
announcing that it was an ‘‘ Emigrants’ and 
Immigrants’ Home.’’ Here we were left with 
our baggage in a large room, as bare as a 
railway waiting-room, except for the big 
statue of Lenin’ where we learned the im- 
portant lesson that Russians never rush. 

In the course of the next hour or so we 
were sorted out and taken to our bedrooms. 
each of which contained eleven beds, and 
iooked like a prison infirmary. In fairness, I 
should pause here to pay one tribute—every- 
thing was spotlessly clean. 

We had another weary wait in x ts 


- later. 


common room while the pangs of hiljjer 
grew more and more acute, and were at last 
rewarded for our waiting with a meal which 
will ever live in my memory as the first that 
I had on Soviet soil. Without being sur- 
feited by rich living, our fare on the boat 
had been always palatable and sufficient, and 
the diet which now confronted us came as 
something of a shock. 

Two pieces of black bread were the first 
comestibles that my hungry eyes fastened 
upon—not literally black, but a ‘deep unin- 
viting brown, which I shall always in future 
associate with the strong sour smell which 
came from this bread. There was cabbage 
soup, a generous dish with plenty of sub- 
stance, which would have been quite palat- 
able had it been Jess greasy, and then came a 
small portion of meat. As to what kind of 
flesh it was I could only speculate, but it 
was certainly such as would be <lauchtered by 
no butcher in the British Isles There was 
a trifling potato and some cucumber with the 
meat, and then a watery ice and a glass of 
tea, in the Russian style, without milk, but 
also without the necessary lemon, rounded off 
a generally unsatisfactory meal 


FOOD SHORTAGE. 

We were rather dismayed with our first 

taste of Russian feeding, but, unattractive 
as it was and limited in quantity, we were 
to experience much worse before we returned 
to England. The food shortage, serious as 
it is in all the large cities—and for that 
matter in the country as well—is at its worst 
in Moscow. 
_ So far as it has gone, Russia’s policy of 
industrialisation has been an andalibted 
success, but it has been secured at the cost 
of terrific, if inevitable, sacrifice. Russia 
has been in the position of a man opening a 
business, virtually without capital or credit, 
and compelled to undergo the maximum of 
privation in order to devote most of his 
turnover to the purchase of fresh stock, 
hoping by that means to build up the busi- 
ness to such an extent that one day it will 
yield him substantia) profits. I may say that 
I saw no sign that the people of Russia, who 
are all partners in their country’s enter- 
prise, have yet begun to weaken in their 
hope. i 

Every scrap of machinery that comes into 
Russia to further the Five-Year Plan has 
had to be paid for either in valuta—which 
accounts for the desperate efforts of the 
Government to gather into their own coffers 
every pound, every dollar, and every mark 
that comes their way—or in exports of their 
own comestibles. For that reason even the 
peasant, surrounded by crops and herds, is 
rationed in his supplies of bas of butter, 
of meat, and oí milk, while the urban worker 
is in an even worse plight, owing to the 
serious shortage of transport. 


SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 
Rations fluctuate in sympathy with the 
supply, and a commodity which may be on 
the rationed list one week may be off the 
next, while the allowances are different for 
different areas. The definite cleavage, how- 
ever, lies between the scales for different

types of workers, the manual workers and 
technicians—the aristocrats of Soviet society— 
ranking as “' first category, and the “ em- 
ployé,”. or non-manual worker, as “ second 
wena éa It is logical to assume, of course, 
that the manual worker requires more 
sustenance than the non-manual worker, bul 
it is probable that the Soviets ate actuated 
by a further consideration, and that is the 
necessity for inducing more and more people 
to migrate into heavy, industry, upon the 
development of which at present depends the 
date of its economic Fas § 

The citizens of the Soviet look comfortable 
and contented; they are ina ae though 
shabbily, dressed. and they are clean. At 
the same’ time, there is no doubt that the 
worker, in the second category, at least, Is 
having a pretty thin time. 

It may be of interest to show at this stage 
the rations of a worker in tie second eg 4 
in Leningrad at the time I was there. he 
food ration consisted of two hundred grammes 
of white and two hundred grammes of black 
bread per day: five hundred grammes of meat. 
every three days; one kilogramme of butter 
twice a month; three hundred grammes per 
month of liquid vegetable butter, suitable for 
cooking, but not for eating; and one kilo- 
gramme per month of butter. For the bene 
fit of those who, like myself, do not carry 
the equivalents of metric measures in their 
minds let me add that a kilogramme is nearly 
two and a half pounds weight. 

Not only food; but clothing as well, 1s 
rationed, and the allowance for a woman In 
that category—that for men being the appro- 
priate equivalent—consists of two pairs of 
shoes a year, one overcoat, three pairs of 
stockings, two winter and two summer dresses, 
and so on through the whole range of under- 
clothing. Slippers are among the very few 
articles that du not come within the ambit of 
the ration card. 


SPECIAL CASES. 

Special provision is made, however, for 
workers whose occupations make special de- 
mands either upon their physique or their 
clothing. A man working in a fur factory 
told me, for instance, that, because of some 
peculiar quality attaching to work in that 
trade, every worker was supplied with a pint 
of milk every. day, and in all peripatetic occu- 
pations facilities for extra boots are provided, 
either hy the supply of free boots or a permit 
to buy extra ones, according to circumstances. 

It should be explained that the amount of 
food or clothing that the worker: may secure 
is not rigidly limited to the amount allotted 
on his ration card, for when he has obtained 


‘that from the co-operative at which he is 


registered, and at the comparatively low con- 
trolled prize which the Government has fixed 
for that ciass of store, he may go to the 
State store and take his chance, by lining 
up in a queue, of getting further supplies at 
the higher cuntrolled prices which the Go 
vernment [as fixed for establishments of this 
uature. ' 

His chances are not good, however, for 
supplies do not go to the State stores until 
the co-operatives have had enough to meet 
their demands, and what is left over for the 
State stores is, at its best, usually of inferior 
quality. Tt is here that that rapidly-dwindling, 
end now almost negligible class, the private 
traders, who have no ration cards, are driven 
to do their shopping, paying through the 
nose for everything y buy: 

Possession of a ration card, incidentally. 
does not necessarily mean that the citizen 
will get his rations when they fall due, for 
the suppliey at the shops are not guaranteed 
to meet the demanc. His right to them, 
however, hecomes retrospective, and so if he 
has the misfortune te find the cupboard bare 
when those who preceded him in the queue 
have al! been served, he may console himself 
with thoughts of the feast that is in store 
for him in the future; or, on the other hand. 
he may be luckier if he comes bacx later in 
the dav. Though his two pounds of bread 
may not be in the shop when he calls at ten 
o’clock in the morning, there is always a 
possibility that it may be there at twelve, 
and the result is that the citizen who comes 
oif best in the Russian shopping system is the 
one who has inost children or friends to stand 
in queues for him. 


THE HERD INSTINCT. 

As for the hardship entailed upon the 
individual by this practice of lining up, | 
must say that | never met the Russian whom 
Í would suspect of having any deep-rooted 
aversion to standing still and waiting for 
something to come to him, especially if it 
brings him into a crowd. In the winter, how- 
ever, the hardship must be serious, though 
much more serious is the amount of time that 
is wasted daily through this system. It seems 
unthinkable that the Soviet authorities, with 
the extraordinary genius which they have 
shown for organisation in other directions, 
will not soon tackle this question and evolve 
a method which will put a stop to queues. 

How far the physique of their people is 
being undermined by rationing is another 
roblem that may have to be faced. Apart 
rom the limited supplies of such commodities 
as bread and meat, | saw no butter during 
my stay in Moscow, and virtually no milk 
during the whole of the time 1 was in RKassia. 
although milk is secured. under the ration. 
ing system for children and mothers. 
Fruit, too, in a period of almost 
tropical heat, were either entirely 
absent, or else prohibitive in price. Oranges 
and Jemons, in particular, have long since 
bais from the realms of reality, and become 
ut a golden dream, as one of my friends 
discovered when she walked into a post office 
carrying an orange, which she had brought 
from England, to be immediately surrounded 
by the entire population of thé office. It is, 
perhaps, a significant sidelight on Russian 
psychology that they looked on it with eyes 
not so much of greed as of admiration. 


WHERE DOCTORS DIFFER. 

I asked an Englishman who has lived in 
the U.S.S.R. virtually since its establish- 
ment, how rationing affected the people, and 
he gave the opinion that nobody was under- 
fed, but that everybody was undernourished. 
Í put the same question to an English doctor 
returning with me on the boat at the end of 
my tour, and he gave a reverse opinion, 
namely, that nobody was undernourished, but 
that everybody was rather underfed. Finally, 
an Irish doctor whom I met in Dublin on his 
return from a holiday ‘in the Soviet Union, 
offered me the view that the people were both 
well fed and well nourished. So what is one 
to believe? 

For my part, I can only say that when the 
Irish doctor supported his opinion by remind- 
ing me of the athletic build and clear com- 
plexions which are the rule for all present- 
day citizens in the Soviet ‘State, I had te 
admit that I had never, in the course of 
some very wide travelling, come across a 
community in which the norm of health 
tooked higher. 

On the afternoon of our first day in Lenin: 
grad we were taken for a sight-seeing tour 
of the city. As I entered the "bus I noticed 
that the seats all sagged, with their s rings 
visible underneath. en, with a jerk and 
a hideous grinding of gears, the vehicle leapt 
into motion and we were bounced violently 
up and down as it bumped over the cobbles.

’ Special booklets

are being distributed, and full stress is being 
given to the fact that all seed potatoes are 
being sold in bags bearing the Government 
seal. and that a virtual guarantee of quality 
is given by the Department of Agriculture: 
in particular, that the seeds are guaranteed 
free from leaf roll, which is a matter of much 
importance. As a result of the efforts made 
by the Department of Agriculture during the 
past few years the Free State seed potato 
export trade is now of gréatly increasing 
value to the country.

Mr. Harris, T.D., said that, no matter how 
much they received in grants, the relief given 
would not be permanent. It was merely a 
way out instituted by the British during the 
famine, and carried on during successive 
British administrations. The present situa- 
tion had not developed overnight. It was a 
bad Jegacy from the past, accentuated by the 
fact that there was now no British Army to 
jein, and emigration had virtually ceased, so 
that the young population now growing to 
manhood and womanhood could not be ab- 
serbed ,by the economic system which urtil 
recently held the day.

If they all stood behind the Government at

Mr. W. R. Ronaldson said that the neces- 
sitv for honses in Maynooth was very urgent. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. Phelan). said that 
they would have to be very careful, as they 
could not think of dealing with 900 or 1,000 
vepresentations, except after the most, minute 
mquiry, having regard to the borrowmg powers 
and taxable capacity of the ratepayers. They 
were most anxious to do everything in their 
power for the better housing of the working 
Classes ? 

Mr. M. Smyth said that he thought 200 
coltages not at all adequate. A minimum of 
d(C€ shoald be provided in the county. 

The Secretary (Mr. D. J. Purcell) said that 
under the new Housing Act the idea was to 
meet all their nousing requirements in ten 
vears. Having regard to the number of 
applications made in Kildare 200 cottages 
would be the first instalment.

HE Crimes Court, at Belfast on Satur- 
4 of day last, disposed of a number of 

} cases arising out of the riots last Tues- 
day week. 

John Thompson, Hopewell street; Robert 
Smith, Lower California street; Robert 
Lewis, Penrith street, and John Mont- 
gomery, Urney street, charged with unlaw- 
ful assembly, were convicted and sentenced 
each to a month’s hard labour 

The evidence was to the effect that they 
formed part of a stone-throwing crowd in 
the neighbourhood of- Riga street ; that when 
the police charged they took refuge in 
houses, and that they were followed by the 
constables and arrested. The men denied 
that they had done anything except seek 
shelter from the police, who were firing. 
Thompson admitted that he had addressed 
strike meetings, but declared that he had 
done nothing unconstitutional. 

James McDaid, Oakfield street, who said 
that he was a labourer, unemployed, and on 
outdoor relief, was charged with unlawful 
assembly. A constable said that a bread 
cart had been looted in Butler street, and 
when the police arrived the crowd stoned 
them. He saw McDaid throw a stone, and 
he used offensive language. Accused said 
he was in a bookmaker’s office at the time, 
but he was convicted. He was given the 
benefit of the Probation of Offenders Act. 

When William Close, of Snugville street, 
was charged with unlawful assembly, Con- 
stable Sherwood said that he was sent on a 
bicycle for police assistance about 1.40 p.m. 
He was in plain clothes. At the junction 
of Snugville street and Riga street he was 
attacked bv a large crowd with stones and 
other missiles.

Criticism of Labour 
Exchange System.

HERE were noisy scenes ab a special 
is meeting of the Coumy Council, here 

this evening, wheu large numbers ‘of un- 
employed and several deputations filled not 
only the public gallery of the ‘Council 
Chamber, but the Chamber itself, and over- 
flowed on to the stairs and down to the hall 
of the Courthouse. The unemployed de- 
manded work individuaily and collect:vely ; 
the deputations demanded that works in 
their respective areas should ‘be earried out. 

At the outset Mr. T.Carter, a member of 
the Council, proposed a vote of censure on 
the County Surveyor (Mr. J. J. Murphy) 
because machinery had been hired trom a 
firm in Larne (Messrs. Gregg). ‘hey were, 
he said, not going to allow funds of. the 
Free State to be granted for the relief of un- 
employment across the border. He alleged 
that some of the Council’s road mach:nery 
was lying idle, while Méssrs. Greggs 
machinery was on hire. He also deprecated 
the use of concrete made from cement manu- 
factured by convicts in Portland, or imported 
from Belgium, when they had in Co. Long- 
ford the finest of stone quarries and able- 
bodied young men anxious to work them, 
and when they had fathers unable to find 
work to support helpless families. The 
Government, he said, never contemplated the 
expenditure of rehef grauts in that manner 

Dering Mr. ‘Carter's speech there: were out: 
bursts of cheering and uncomplimentary re- 
ferences to the County Surveyor. 

Senator Garahan referred to a resolution 
on the minutes passed by the Council two 
years ago giving the County Surveyor liberty 
to hire machinery after preference had been 
given to the Free State. That resolution, 
he said, had been seconded by Mr: Carter. 

The County Surveyor said that he had 
no. response to advertisements issued asking 
firms to supply road machinery on hire, and 
had to fall back on a North of Ireland firm 

The vote of censure was defeated by twelve 
votes to nive, three menibers not voting.

The principal menace which had over- 
hung British industry was averted on 
Saturday when, by the joint efforts of 
masvers and men, a settlement was 
reached in the spinning section of the 
Lancashire cotton industry.

weavers’ section. Things happened as

The Milch Cow. 


A remarkable example of the extent to 
which the tax and rate-paying community 
in the British Isles is being mulcted is 
provided by figures issued by the Glasgow 
Public Assistance and Education Depart- 
ments. During the year which ended on 
May 3lst, 1932, no less a sum than 
£115,748 was spent by the Corporation in 
the provision of free boots and clothing 
This sum 


for needy persons in the city. 
represents an annual levy of two shillings 
on every man, woman and child in 
Glasgow. In addition to the provision of 
free clothes and boots the Glasgow Cor- 
poration disburses very large sums in out- 
door relief and other charitable expendi- 
ture. As matters stand in Great Britain 
at present, a comparatively small per- 
centage of the population is being forced 
to maintain the workless and their 
dependents. Everybody recognises that the 
State has a duty to those citizens. who, 
through circumstances which they can- 
not control, are im real distress; but 
a strict limit ought to be imposed on 
the extent to which the general taxpayer 
is required to contribute to this upkeep. | 
The ‘‘ dole ' system in Great Britain has 
been reduced almost to a farce. While 
great numbers of really deserving persons 
take advantage of it, very many “ unwork- 
ables ' draw their money every week. No 
nation could continue such a system 
permanently. It constitutes a deadly drain 
on industry, and, being purely parasitic, 
confers no corresponding benefit on the 
community. The absurdities of the situa- 
tion are exemplified by cases, such as that 
of Belfast, in which relief workers have 
demanded full trade union rates of pay 
and conditions, and actually have gone on 
strike in consequence of the authorities’ 
refusal to concede their demands. 


Writers in Hollywood. 


Mr. Frederick Lonsdale, one of the most 
popular and delightful writers of the 
English stage, was allured to Hollywood 
some time ago by a contract to write plays 
for the screen. In an interview with the 
Observer he has narrated his experiences 
there, and his views on the task of a 
scenario writer, Mr. Lonsdale, apparently, 
was prepared to write when he went to 
Hollywood, and, in fact, he ‘‘ wrote two 
films there, and made a lot of money.”’ 
The art of writing, however, as the 
directors of Hollywood see it, is not the 
informal thing that popular fancy has 
nnagined throughout the ages. The writer 
i has performed his share when he has 
turned out his “ book ’’; then Hollywood 
prepares to do the real work: Whatever 
the writer has done must be “ worked

It is an ap- 
palling thing that the old-fashioned milk carts, 
carrying cans with exposed taps, should still 
be in existence on the streets of Dublin. The 
taps are in a corresponding position to the 
rear number-plate on a motor car, and it is 
every wh-t as difficult to keep them free from 
dust. Horses and cars churn tp the dirt of 


the streets «nt. the taps, and thereby the | 


householder gets an emulsion of bacteria and 
dust which must play havoc with any milk, 
however pure its source, 

In brief, there is only one possible means 
to ensure a clean milk supply. The milk must 
be obtained from tuberculin-tested herds, 
handled under proper conditions, and supplied 
Lo the consumer in sterilised, sealed bottles 
or cans. 

The time, by the way, is more than ripe

Recent rumours that no interim divi- 
dend would be paid by the Shell and 
Royal Dutch companies are confirmed by 
the issue of official announcements to that 
effect.

In the case of the Royal Dutch it is 
stated that the liquid position is improv- 
ing, while it is announced that the cash 
resources of the companies in which the 
Shell Transport and Trading Company is 
interested continue to increase.

ADRIFT IN RAGING 
NORTH SEA. 


THREE NAVAL OFFICERS’ 
ORDEAL, 


From REUTFER 3 CORRESPONDENT. | 
ANTWERP, Sunday. 


After having been tossed about for two 
and a half days on the North Sea in a 
disabled sailing boat without masts or 
sails, and having given up all hope of 
rescue, . three British naval ~ officers— 
Lieutenant Colin McMullen, Lieutenant 
C. E. Keys, and Lieutenant G. F. Blax- 
land—arrived here to-day on board the 
British steamer Romanby, safe and sound; 
but utterly worn out after their perilous 
adventures. 

They left Havre. for a cruise in the 
Channel on Wednesday afternoon on 
beard the sailing boat Little Owl, together 
with another British yacht, the Wallop, 
belonging to the Portsmouth Sailing Club, 
and manned by three other ofhcers. That 
evehing the two boats ran into a violent 
storm, and were soon forced: to separate. 
The Wallop was en the point of sinking 
when it»was found by the London steamer 
Glen Mary, which rescued its crew. 

For two days and two nights the three 
officers continued the desperate struggle 
in their dismantled boat against a stormy 
sea, which threatened to engulf them. 

On Saturday morning the day dawned 
on a calmer sea, and they caught sight of 
the Romanby. They fired off their last 
cartridge, but no one on the vessel could 
hear the feeble detonation. Then, seized 
with a paroxysm of despair, the three 
men began to shout together with all 
their remaining strength, and. at last their 
cries were heard.
